UNABLE TO TELL WOW IT HAPPENED 


Henry V. Freeman, former ‘judge ef the 
Superior dourt, master in chancery, and can- 
didate for re#lection on the Republican tick- 
et, was struck down in @ mysterious manner 
last night at Thirty-ninth street and Michi- 
| gan avenue, Some unknown agency knocked 
the aged jurist into insensibility and left him 
tying in the street. He lay there for some 
time before a passing automobilist picked 
him up and carried him to the Chicago Bap- 
tist hospital. 
The police are working on . theories 
in an attempt to account for the accident, 
One is that the judge was hit by an automo- 
bile, another that he was slugged by one of 
the many men he has been compelled to send 
to prison during his long service on the 
bench. 
Unconsciousness followed so swiftly upon 
the blow that Mr. Freeman is unable to say 
what struck him. He thinks it was an auto- 
mobile. 


Found in Street by Friend. 
Where Mr. Freeman had been before the 
accident his family refused to tell, A friend, 
though, says he had been making a politica] 
speech in furtherance of his candidacy for re- 
election to the bench, apd that he was on his 
way home. He probably had been lying in 
the street for several minutes before he was 
picked up by Fred C. Robie, 5757 Woodlawn 
avenue, Mr. Robie lives almost acrogs the 
street from Judge Freeman and has been 
acuainted with the jurist for twelve years. 
“TI did not recognize him,“ Mr. Robie said, 
‘until we reached the hospital. Then I found 
it was the judge. It was dark when I came 
driving along Michigan avenue. All I saw 
was the figure of an old man huddled up in 
the middle of the street. 
„Several automobilists in front of me had 
passed and one behind shot by just as I 
stopped my machine and got down to lift the 
judge into the car. His face was covered 
with blood, He regained consciousness some- 
what. He hardly seemed to realize he had 
been hurt.

Hide News at Hospital. 
But Mr. Freeman did not stay at the hos- 
pital long. As soon as his family learned 
he had been hurt they inststed that he be 
taken at once to his residence at 5785 Wood- 
lawn avenue. They also gave positive orders 
at the hospital that nothing was to be given 
out, either in regard to the judge's accident 
or injuries. The duty of giving out informa- 
tion was turned over to George H. Mason, 
Judge Freeman's law partner. 
„ understand there was a lot of broken 
glass Wing near the judge,” Mr. Mason said. 
“That’s one thing which makes me think 
he was hit by an automobile. Either the 
lamps or the windshield of the machine would 
have. been broken by the collision and might 
have left the glass. This, though, is of course 
only a theory." 


Investigate Slugger Theory. 

At his residence the family refused to give 
out information or to tell where the judge had 
been before his accident. 

His injuries are not particularly serious.“ 
it was announced. Just a few skin bruises. 
He will be all right In a few days.“ 

“But,” it was suggested, would a blow 
which would knock him unconscious only 


“Tt did,” was the answer. We do not 
think Mr. Freeman is hurt seriously at all.“ 
The theory that he was a victim of sluggers 
is being investigated by the police. 


Served Long on Bench. 

He has been a lifelong Republican, and 
was swept out of his seat in the Superior 
court in the Democratic land«lide last fall. 
He was the oldest judge on the Superior 
bench, 62 years old, and was syperseded by 
Judge Richard E Burke, a Democrat. 

It is said Mr. Freeman quit the bench poor- 
er than he entered it. He then formed a law 
partnership with Attorney George H. Mason 
He was born in Bridgetown, N. T., in 1840, 
and his early years were spent on a farm in 
Illinois. 

He was elected to the Superior court in 
1898 and later was selected by the Supreme 
eourt as one of the three Appellate court 


judges.

It is feared that there will be massacres 
of Italians, even those of the Catholic mis- 
sion. 


Fierce Fighting at Bengazi, 
TRIPOLI, Oct. 22.—The fighting at Bengazi 


between the Italians and the Turks has been 
of the flercest character, After an engage- 
ment which lasted all day, Oct. 19, the Turks 
returned to the charge during the night. 
They made a savage onslaught upon the Ital- 
lan camp, but were repuised. In the morn- 
ing the Italian forces occupied the city. 

The Turkish losses were heavy; and the 
Italian dead number not less than 100. 

There are good grounds for believing that 
the Italian forces at Bengasi have heen se- 
verely handled by the Turks and their Arab 
auxiliaries. It is understood that the Ital- 
lan losses are much.heavier than officially 
reported. Color is given to this belief by 
e hurried departure for Bengazi of four 
warships. 

Italians Lose Big Fight. 
BERLIN. Oct. 22.—pecial dispatches from 
Constantinople say the Turkish ministry of 
the interior has received news that the Turks 
and Arabs have defeated 8,000 Italians near 
Barka. The Italians lost 800 and the Turks 
115 men. 
The Italians left large quantities of arms 
and ammunition on the feld.

San Francisco Police Judge Contrives 
Ingenious Trap, but Intruding 
Thief Smashes It in Battle. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 22.—{Special.]—A 
burglar who jimmied his way into the bach- 
elor apartments of Police Judge A. B. Tread- 
well late last night had a desperate hand to 
hand battle with an automaton operated by 
‘an electric burglar alarm which the judge 
had devised. : 

The dummy was no match for the burglar 
and now lies a wreck, with its head crushed, 
but from the appearance of the room the 
electric man put up a hard fight. Chairs 
were overturned and one was broken. The 
weapon with which the burglar won the bat- 
tle was a heavy window weight 

The judge lives in a cozy flat. In an alcove 
just at the head of the stairs stands, or 
stood, a well designed figure of a man made 
of plaster of paris and metal. It was full 
life size and repiesented an elderly man read- 
ing a paper. It was really a work of art and 
most lifelike. 

In the hollow head of the machine made 
man was an electric battery which was con- 
nected with the house electric current, so 
that when any one stepped on he top step of 
the stairs the current was turned on and the 
man moved. 

When the burglar stepped on that step he 
undoubtedly thought his time hed come, as 
the man seemed ready for him. When he 
stepped from the step the light in the head 
went out, but, like a brave thief, he went at 
his enemy in the dark, using his window 
weight as a club. 

The wreck of the electric man tells the rest 
of the story. Its head is crushed, andthe one 
time work of art le a shattered mass of plas- 
ter and metal. The thief left no card in mak- 
ing his escape.

PEKING, Oct. 22.—Details that are reach- 
ing Peking from the front after the two bat- 
tles of Thursday and Friday tell of horrible 
suffering among the soldiers of both the rebel 
and imperial armies. 

More than a thousand have been painfully 
wounded and the field hospitals are totally 
inadequate to care for them. The surgical

PEKING GROWING UNEASY. — 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.) 
PBHKING, Oct. 22.—The uneasiness ts grows 
ing with every hour. It is rumored, although 
without confirmation, that the prince regent 
is d d and that the boy emperor has been 
taken to the country. The first rumor prob- 
ably is due to the fact that the regent has 
not attended\meetings of the cabinet for the 
last two days, while the story that the em- 
peror has been taken away from Peking un- 
doubtedly. arose from the fact that a large 
number of palace servants have removed 
to the country, taking with them their fam- 
ilies and household effects. 
The rebels seem to be far stronger than 
was reported. It was given out officially a 
few days ago that the crishing of the up- 
rising would be a matter of only a few days. 
That was before the two battles, in which 
the rebels seem to have had the best of 
things. Now it is conceded that unless Gen. 
Yin Chang wins a decisive victory within 
the next few days the whole of the Yangtse 
valley will rise in rebellion. 


Imperial Troops Held Up. 
The government is maintaining telegraphic 
communication with Sing Yang Chow, near 
which place Yin Chang has mobilized a force 
of atleast 20,000 men The rebels are report- 
ed to hold the only mountain pass through 
which the railroad runs, having heavy artil- 
lery in position. 
Yin Chang is believed to have been unable 
to force the pass and to have decided, for that 
reason, to mobilize his entire invading force 
before attempting to gain the south side of 
the mountains. If he fails in his attempt to 
force the pass there is no telling how far the 
triumph of the rebels may extend. 
The possession of the pass by the rebels 
cuts off the retreat of 3,000 impertalists who 
are fleeing north from Hankow. The Ameri- 
can consul at Chee Foo reports that the 
Shantung cities are quiet, but that the coasts 
are swarming with pirates. 


Rebels Have Dual Organization. 
The rebels are intrenching everywhere, 
They are. destroying bridges and mounting 
guns. They claim to have enlisted 14,000 
former soldiers. 

I-Chang has fallen into the hands of a sepa- 
rate revolutionary organization called Kuo- 
minghus. The Wu-Chung rebel agents 
swarm at Chang-Sha, Yochow, and other 
towns. The men are organizing a southern 
confederacy and are willing to abandon the 
north to the Manchus. Szechuan also reports 
heavy fighting. 

Mr. Baker. the United States consul, whe 
with his wife was going to take up the con- 
gulship at Chung King. has been heid up in 
I-Chang in consequence of the secession. 
Several private telegrams received today 
from Hankow say that the rebels are not in- 
terfering with foreigners. The government's 
financial straits are expected ta prevent the 
payment of the salaries of the metropolitan 
officials for November. The government has 
withdrawn ‘$500,000 from the customs re- 
ceipts.

Admirals Describe Battle,

tween 200 and 800 rebels were killed, six u 
zuns, and numerous other weapons captured, 
More than twenty loyalists were killed. 

The fleet was unable to participate in the 
fighting for fear of hitting the loyalists. The 
imperial troops were bravely led by Chang 
Piao. The river station was recaptured, but 


later it was taken from them. The dispatch 
concluded: 


“The fleet is without coal and rice, Jul 
Cheng’s own gunboat is without rice and 


oll, and we are now aweiting death, We can 
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hoarding of rice or the raising of the market 
price of that commodity. The granaries cun- 
tain the tribute of rice which is reserved for 
such emergencies as siege and rebellion, 


Shanghai Hears of Battle. 

SHANGHAI Oct. 22.—The British consul 
here is in receipt of a telegram by way of 
Kiukiang. from the consul at Hankow, stat- 
ing that news has veen receivea that Chang- 
Sha, in Hunan province, and I-Chang., in Hu- 
Peh province, are in the hands of tre rebels. 
At the latter place 15,000 coolies have mace 
a demand for their wages in silver, which 
cannot be obtained 

Eye-witnesses of the recent engagement 
between the revolutionar‘es and the im- 
perialists at Hankow have arrived here. 
They say that sielis fired by the imperialists 
fell in the German concession. Apparently 
they were pom-pom shelis, but an examina- 
tion proved that they were composed of 
wood. 

The same conditions existed in the Chino- 
Japanese war. the officia's having found a 
contractor willing to supply wooden shells 
at the same price as steel, the actual differ- 
ence in the way of money bein? divided. 


First Engagements Trivial. 

The North China News says the first en- 
gagements at Hankow were evidently trump- 
ery affairs, both sides being timid. From the 
China Inland mission comes an account of 
the first engagement on Wednesday. The 
rebels moved down near the racecourse and 
there was some skirmishing. About noon 
twenty-five rebel wounded. were brought to 
the London mission hospital. 

A mob ot rebel coolies destroyed the cul- 
vert bridges and officers of the imperial 
troops came down on an engine and inspected 
the damage As the imperialists retired to- 
wards Kilometer Ten station’ they did not 
reply to the rebel fire 

The rebels advanced cheering, but their 
shots for the most part fell short. Great 
numbers of rebels proceeded back of the 
concessions to the riverside railway em- 


bankment 


Cruisers Fire on Rebels. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Chinese 
cruisers opened tire on the rebels who were 
attacking the Chinese town. The rebels re- 
tired after the third shot. The cruisers free- 
Fy shelled the rebel position east of the 
racecourse and apparently succeeded in scar- 
ing them, for within a short time they were in 
full retreat. 

There is no telegraphic communication 
from Shanghai in the direction of Hankow 
beyond Kiukiang except the wireless of the 
ships, which is not available for public use. 

The wildest rumors are being printed in 
the native newspapers, but in the absence of 
e..cient tele graph service it is not possible 
to verify these. 


MAYOR COMMITS SUICIDE

CHUNGKING. Szechwan Province, China. 
Aug. 28.—If civilization is to be measured by 


the plumber's rule or weighed by the horse | 


power of its factories, Chungking is on a par 
with darkest Africa. But the Chinese do not 
accept our tests of civilization, and the mean- 


est Chungking coole looks down on the Erit- 
ish consul and the American missionary, | 


even though the latter wear Chinese cos- 


tume. 
Now all this is more important than in- 


teresting and has a real bearing on the far 


eastern question. So I propose to leok at 
consuls, missionaries, and coolies. I shall 
take them in the order of their numerical . 


strength and so begin with the coolie, 1. e., | 
with Chungking. Chungking’s half a million . 
inhabitants are coolies—they are laborers, 
Chinese officials are so few here that they 


don't count. 
Chungking has the makings of one of the 
most beautiful, as it is one of the most pic- 
turesque cities in the world. The location 
strongly suggests Kansas City. Kansas City 
occupies the heights and looks down on the 
river and plain, but Chungking is on a lofty, 
rough, broken. sandstone peninsula, with 
the Yangise for one water front, the Kialing 
for the other. It looks down on the rivers 
and at once up steep slopes which end in an 
amphitheater of high encircling hills. 


Rich for China. 


Chungking is poor. Yet it is rich as cities 
go in China. A large number of prosperous 
merchants live here. Apart from those who 
have met with accident. I doubt whether 
there is more real physical suffering in 
Chungking each year than in an average city 
elsewhere.’ Owing to the nature of the rock 
on which Chungking stands and the limited 
space available, the average house is rather 
broader than usual, not so deep. The front 
room, wide open to the street, as likely as 
not, is the whole house. And, I repeat, in 
such houses there are no secrets. Father, 
mother, and children are all at work. Yet 


there is no lack of the amenities of life. 


Street life in Europe or America is not 
such an endless moving picture. Somewhat 
to our astonishment at first the people seemed 
thoroughly contented, seemed to understand 
each other and their surroundings perfectly, 
and to get along. This is often a source of 
worry. .These people live amidst surround- 
ings so far from those we regard as essen- 
tial to health, comfort. and happiness that 
we cannot imagine that they are happy or 
prosperous. Apparently it is all in getting 
used to it. Amid such surroundings they 
have been breeding, living, and dying for 
centuries upon centuries. They know noth- 
ing else and would probably question the 
existence of anything superior. 


City a Hive of Industry. 

It is such a topsy-turvy, mud puddle sort 
of world, this Chungking, that one {s forced 
to anther conclusion--that under such cir- 
cumstances peopie cannot be efficient. Yet 
Chungking is a regular hornet's nest of 
workers. Traffic moves through these 
streets at a steady and endless pace, seem- 
ingly without rules, regulations, mounted or 
unmounted police, as regularly as it does else- 
where. 

Everything. is carried from the shoulders 
and at a feagful expenditure of energy, for 
streats are not only steps, but steep. High 
up toward the summit of the city all drinking 
water must be carried from the river. All 
building material—brick, tile, beams, rafters 
the huge, cumbersome coffins—all travel on 
the shoulders. 

Chungking is a great big city of chil- 
dren. Its people are neither sober nor serious 
Don't for a moment think that we have seen 
drunken people here. Western civilization 
has made rapid strides in parts of China, 
but a drunken man remains, as in the past, 
the rarest sight in Chins , 

Nor do I mean to imply that the people 
of Chungking are frivolous. A frivolous Chi- 
nese seems almost as rare as an intoxicated 
one. What I do mean to say is that they 
do not look worried. There are people on 
the street who stagger under bodily infirmi- 
tles, there are those with a considerable 
burden of dirt. But I do not see the kind 
of serious soberness which characterizes the 
Indian coolie, nor the drawn, care worn face 
of European peasantry. 


Chinese Division of Labor, 

The temptation is great to mention, even 
though but categorically, the industries we 
have seen while merely passing through the 
streets. It would weary you. For the num- 
ber is legion. Yet herein is a mighty source 
of strength for China. Perhaps you would 
prefer to call it a weakness. There is di- 
vision of labor here, but not as we under- 
stand the term. When an ordinary mission- 
ary can afford to keep eight servants and 
the poorest white man in town has four 
chair coolies whom he hires by the month 
you may know that human labor is pretty 
cheap. Consequently there is little demand 
for the machine made products of the 
west. 

Chinese culture is excessively complex. A 
humble blacksmith will have almost as many 
tools as our own village smith. The output 
of his forge, in complexity and variety, far 
excels that of our blacksmith. He makes 
nails, tacks, screws, hinges, pocket knives, 
half a dozen kinds of barbers’ razors, and 
a thousand odds and ends of hardware 
which, as they are arrayed in seeming con- 
fusion about the uninviting shop, seem to 
have been made for a museum or to have 
been dug up from a buried city of some for- 
gotten age. And this shop is characterig- 
tic; it is not an exception. 

In the home of every European here you 
will find familiar looking furniture—roll top 
desks, office chairs, etc., all made in Chung- 
king. A Chinese carpenter has been shown 
a picture in a mall order house catalogue, 
more than likely trom CRicago. 


Complex Scheme eof Life, 
ns. heathen, call them what you 
Wand there is no discounting the unlove- 
Uness of their externals and the uninviting 


‘| appearance of the damp floor of many of the 


houses—these people have a highly de 
veloped and complex scheme of life. 

Their system is not ours. But they multi- 
ply, they seem to be happy, they prefer their 
way. It is beside the mark to say that there 
are possibilities here. We must not lose sizht 
of the fact that the realities are also here. 

Segregation of the deformed and othors 
who have suffered at the hands of nature, 
cleaning up the front yards. sewers, water 
works—all these are recent inventions after 
all. When China wants them she will get 
them. Chungking already has an electric 
Usbt plant. But we scarcely realized it as we 
plunged from seemingly awful heights down

When the commission was appointeé in Au- 
gust the board of trade announced that both 
parties -had promised to accept the findings.

SISTER GOMES TO AID. 


Pastor Accused of Killing Girl 
Withholds Resignation; Offi- 
cial to Demand It. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 22.—[{Special.]—The po- 
lice of Boston believe they have a sufficient 
case against the Rev. C. V. T. Richeson to 
hold him to the grand jury on the charge of 
poisoning Avis Linnell. 

Additional information, it is said, has been 
obtained corroborative of the evidence that 
the preacher and Miss Linnell had dinner to- 
gether a few hours before she died. 

Deputy Supt. Watts says he has informa- 
tion of a direct character that Mr. Richeson 
dined with Miss Linnell the afternoon of the 
day on which the girl took fhe fata) dose. | 
This information, he said, came from a young 
woman who is not a member of the Young 
Woman's Christian association household. 
She met Miss Linneil on the street late Sat- 
urday afterroon 

Mies Linnell told me, said Deputy Watts’ 
{rformant, that she had dined with Rich- 
eron and that she was going home, as she 
Was suffering from a headache.“ 

The café in which the couple dined is known 
to the police and the employ és there are said 
to have verified the statement of the young 
woman as to visits made by the Cambridge 
pastor and the Conservatory of Music pupil. 


Chemist to Examine Stomach. 

The police and medical examiner declare 
there is no significance to be placed on the 
fact that Miss Linnell had for some days 
been taking a black liquid from a square 
bottle. It fs believed to have deen a simple 
tonic. 

The stomach of the deat girl is in the hands 
of a chemist, and while the analysis will be 
principally to determine the amount of cya- 
nide taken, it is believed that sufficient traces 
of the black medicine wil remain to deter- 
mine its nature 


Hint of Further Evidence. | 
The police did little today except to inter- 


: view Prof. Charles Bennet of the Conserva- 


tory of Music, who was Miss Linnell’s voice 
instructor. Despite this outward inactivity, 
it is said, the investigation is going on stead- 
fly, with great secrecy, and it is rumored 
detectives have some information which has 
not been made public. 

Certain young women of the home of the 
Y. M. C. A. are said to have told the detec- 
tives considerable that has not come to the 
ears of the réporters, which may account for 
the confidence evinced by the authorities that 
they have established a complete chain of 
evidence.

Richeson did not yield the pastorate of 
Immanuel Baptist church in Cambridge to- 
day. A direct demand that he quit will be 
made. The preacher, who is charged with 
the murder of Avis Linnell, yesterday wrote 
his resignation. according to prison officials, 
but it did not reach the church today.

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NEGROES ATTACK 
FEARED BY TOWN 
Coweta, Okla., Awaits Coming 


of Blacks and Whites Pre- 
pare for Battle. 


STATE TROOPS WILL GO. 


Street Fight and Lynching Cause 
of Disorders Which May 
Bring War. 


Coweta, Okla., Oct. 22.—[Special ]}—Ooweta 
tonight is in danger of an attack by a large 
force of negroes gathered in the surrounding 
settleménts with the avowed purpose of wip- 


ins the town off the map. 


Following a race battle in the streets today 
and a lynching of a negro tonight the sheriffs 
of three surrounding counties have sent 
bands of deputies to aid the whites of this 
town in the defense. 

Dispatches from Muskogee say that com- 
pany F, Oklahoma National Guard, has been 
ordered to proceed to this city. A special 
train is made up to convey the troops. 


Whites Guarding Their Homes. 

Large numbers of negroes are arriving to- 
night from the surrounding country. The 
white men of the town are patrolling the 
streets and guarding their homes They 
were afraid to bring the women out to send 
them to Muskogee on the last train. 

The trouble has been on the verge of break · 
ing for several weeks. It reached a climax 
yesterday when a negro named Ruse pushed 
a white woman off the pavement. He was 
beaten by two white men and started out 
today for revenge. Marshal Hart attempted 
to disarm him and was shot. Then another 
negro, Ed Suddeth, opened fire, killing City 
Attorney Beavers and wounding two other 
white men. 

Suddeth took refuge in a nearby house, 
which was set afire by a crowd of whites, who 
wounded and captured the negro. He was 
taken to the water tank and hanged, but was 
cut down before he was dead. Later. of- 
ficials attempted to take him to another town 
in an automobile, but were stopped and the 
negro’s body was riddled with bullets. 


Negroes Start for Help. 

There are 1,200 people in Coweta, one-third 
of whom are negroes. Negro emissaries have 
hurried out to surrounding settlements with 
the intention of bringing enough people here 
to fire every house in town. 

The sheriffs of Wagoner, Muskogee, and 
Tulsa counties have sent help to Coweta, and 
every means possible will be used to prevent 
an outbreak. A prominent man said late 


‘today: 


“We have been expecting for two years to 
have to fight for our lives and I belfeve the 
time has come. I am confident that the town 


will be attacked before morning.” 


Many ‘Negroes on Way? 

Muskogee, Okla., Oct. 22.—A long distance 
telephone message tonight from the sheriff's 
office at Wagoner says that a large body of 
negroes, heavily armed, are marching from 
Red Bird, Okla., upon the town of Coweta. 
They are swearing vengeance and further 
trouble is believed certain. 

There are rumors of other deaths at Coweta, 
but these cannot be confirmed. — 

Citizens of Muskogee are being armed by 
the ‘sherif# dnd are hurrying to Coweta. 
Sheriff Long of Wagoner county has dis- 
patched all his men to the scene and has 
been assured of help from the sheriff of 
Muskogee county. Company F of the state 
troope has been ordered out.

City Club Tells Ald. Reinberg, 
How to Give People With- 
held Local Facilities. 


DEPOTS NOW REMOTE. 


Says World's Greatest Railroad 
Center Has Worst Inter- 
communication. 


djustment of Chicago's transportation | 


facilities between railroad qepots is urged by 
the City club. Plans for fhis readjustment 
yesterday were sent to Ald. Peter Reinberg, 
chairman of the city council local transporta- 
tion committee, by Samuel Dauchy, chairman 
of the club’s committee on traffic and trans- 
portation. 

Present accommodations. for reaching 
. depots are characterized as about the worst 
jn. the country. Mr. Dauchy sent to. Ald. 
Reinberg a report of a subcommittee which 
made a special study of the present trans- 
portation facilities and worked out plans for 
its improvement. 


Calls Car Facilities Worst in U. 8. 

It is hardly exaggerating the case to 
state, says Mr. Dauchy in his letter, that 
while Chicago is the greatest railroad ter- 
minal in the countrs, its accommodations 
for reaching railroad stations, either from 
the city or from the other stations, are about 
the worst. There are six downtown pas- 
senger stations in Chicago accommodating 
the lines of twenty-four cifferent railroad 
systems. At present not a single line of cars 
runs past any two of these stations, with the 
exception of the Southport line, which passes 
the Grand Central and the Dearborn stations. 
The La Salle street station alone has direct 
connection with the elevated railroads 
hrough the loop.“ 

The report suggests the following classes 
of service as a means of improving present 
conditions: 

A shuttle service. 

A belt line service. 

A through route service in connection with 
existing transportation facilities. 


Belt Line for 650.000. 

The club’s subcommittee estimates the cost 
of the shuttle, or belt line, service at $50,000 
Virtually the only new construction required 
would be between the Dearborn and the IIIi- 
nois Central stations, itis asserted. Through 
route service would cost $100,000, says the 
report. A scheme of transfers is also advo- 
cated. 

Faults of the present transportation facill- 
ties for reaching depots are pointed out as 
follows: 

Chicago and Northwestern railroad depot 
“To reach this station from any of the Chi- 
cago City railway lines east of Halsted street 
and south of Twelfth street without paying 
an extra fare requires not only riding out of 
your direction and back but a ‘special’ 
transfer, except on the infrequent service on 
the through route No. 7 via Madison and 
State streets, from Madison street and Six- 
tleth avenue to Thirty-ninth and State 
streets. From Wabash avenue north of 
Twelfth street it requires a walk of one 
block from Wabash to State to reach the 
Madison street line and the payment of an 
extra fare, while from State and from Clark 
an extra fare is required.” 


One Block to Nearest Car Line. 
Union depot— Surface line service is ren- 
dered this station one block west on Clinton 
street by the Clinton and Twenty-first street 
line north and south bound. The Metropol- 


itan West Side Elevated railway has a sta- | 


tion at Canal and Van Buren streets two 
blocks south.“ 

La Salle Street station— Service is fur- 
nished by the lines of the Chicago Railways 
company using Fifth avenue, one block west. 

The service given to this station by the ele- 
vated loop is wholly satisfactory for patrons 
of the north and west side elevated roads. 
Those on the South Side elevated lines. how- 
ever, have to make almost a complete cir- 
cuit of the loop before reaching this station 

Grand Central station— Service is fur- 
nished on Van Buren street one block north 
by the lines of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany. The nearest elevated service is fur- 
nished by the loop Station at Van Buren and 
La Salle street and the Metropolt¥gn station 
at Franklin and Van Buren streets, each two 
biocks distant.“ : 


Dearborn Station Remote. 

Dearborn Street station—** Service is fur- 
nished on State street, one block east, and 
on Clark street, one block west, by lines 
of the Chicago City railway company; also 
by the lines operating over Harrison street of 
the Chicago Railways company. The nearest 
elevated. service is had from the Dearborn 
and Van Buren station of the elevated loop.“ 
two long blocks north.” 

Illinois Central depot“ This station has no 
direct car service of any kind. either street 
or elevated. Service is furnished by the 
Chicago City. railway operating in Wabash 
avenue, two blocks west; also by the Twelfth 
street street car line, terminating at Wabash 
avenue, of the Chicago Railways company. 
Elevated service is rendered by the South 
Side lines from their Twelfth street station, 
two and one-half blocks west.“ 

The report points out no lines of the Chica- 
go City railways render direct service or run 
nearer than one block to any of the railroad 


terminals. 


Difficult to Reach All Stations. 

“Tt is not possibie to reach any of the 
depots directly from the lines of the Chicago 
City Railway company,” says the report, 
‘ east of Halsted street and south of Twelfth 
street by single fare transfer without riding 
out of your direction and back and securing 
a ‘special’ transfer, except as noted above 
for the Northwestern station. To reach the 
Union. the Harrison. the La Salle, or Dear- 
born stations from the Wabash avenue line 
north of Twelfth street will require not only 
a walk of one block, but the payment of the 
second fare. as mentioned under service to 
the Northwestern.”

TO SERVE THE STATE. 

The new president of the University of 
Minnesota offers a fruitful distinction for 
the guidance of all democratic institutions 
of learning. A university, said President 
Vincent in his inaugural address, should 
alm to serve the commonwealth through in- 
dividuals rather than to offer personal privi- 
lege and advancement to a few at state 
expense. “The other philosophy would re- 
duce the university to a machine equipped 
for turning out persons prepared at public 
expense for getting a living out of the citi- | 
gens who had been taxed to train their ex- 
plolters.“ 

State universities especially should be re- 
quired to keep this in mind and to turn out 
citizens—graduates educated as to the civic 
sense. It should be as great a failure for 
@ state university to fail in this as for a 
military school to turn out soldiers undis- 
eiplined and ignorant of tactis. 

It is from our universities, and especially 
@ur great state universities, that the repub- 
lic should recruit its leaders, men fit to In- 
spire and guide a free people. Democracy 
is not only an emotion nor only a faith. It 
is a difficult process, and must rely for its 
success not merely on the deep instinct of 
mankind but the shaping. intelligence, the 
enlightened will. Trained men, men edu- 
cated in the best sense, men who know the 
lessons of the past and can apply them to 
the flux of present events, men who know 
the significance of law, economic, social, 
political—these are sorely needed in the 
American experiment. 


THE BROTHERHOOD OF MAN. 

In the Mexican Herald of recent date is 
to be observed a dispatch from Saltillo re- 
lating that Harper B. Lee was caught by 
the first bull he endeavored to kill and es- 
caped from the attack with a long rip in his 
right leg. After being wounded,” the dis- 
patch relates, “the brave fellow did not 
leave the ring, but killed the bull in fine 
style, receiving a wonderful ovation. He 
then retired by order of the physician.” 

When the heroism of Harper in the prac- 
tice of his profession as matador has been 
noted, the attention is drawn to an adjoining 
column by the typographically imposing 
announcement: “Aguilar Wins from Tejera 
In Second.” Any curiosity aroused by this 
is satisfied by the subjoined narrative: 

“After two minutes of fighting in the 
second round Cuauhtemoc Aguilar last 
night got Carlos de lu Tejera's goat arid the 
latter took the count of ten in what was 
scheduled as a twenty round fight for the 
middleweight championship of Mexico.“ 

These activities are worth noting because 
of the patronymies involved. We are ap- 
proaching the time of the universal broth- 
-erhood of man. 


“TURN ITALIAN IMMIGRATION. 

The attitude of the European powers 

makes it certain that Tripoli is to be an 
Italian instead of an Ottoman ‘possession. 
There is one way, and apparently only one, 
in which the change of masters could affect 
the United States. The supply of labor 
which this country gets from Italy might be 
materially decreased. We might get as 
many bad Italians as now, but nothing like 
so many goed ones. 
One great aim of the Italian government 
in acquiring Tripoli is to divert there, if 
possible, the stream of emigration which 
now flows to the United States and Ar- 
gentina. The area of Tripoli exceeds that 
of the United States east of the Mississippi 
and north of the Potomac. If it were ail 
cultivable land, needing only labor and a 
little capital to be productive, there would 
be a great outlet near home for Italian 
labor. If the rewards were equal it would 
prefer crossing the Mediterranean to cross- 
ing the Atlantic. : 

But Tripoli, bounded on two sides by 
deserts, is itself a good deal of a desert. 
There are numerous patches of fertile soil, 
but many of them have owners who cannot 
decently be evicted. There are no manu- 
factures worth speaking of, and few are 
likel¥ to be started. There is a poor open- 
ing for labor, except in the fields. So, even 
after the natives, mostly fanatical Moham- 
medans, have learned that they must not 
molest the Italian immigrants, Tripoli will 
pot be an extremely inviting country. 

But every possible effort wil! be made to 
people Tripoli with Italians. Their patient 
industry may turn desert tracts into gar- 
dens. Land once fertile but now barren 
may be recli#imed. Irrigation may make 
great changes. So it is quite possible that a 
few years hence there will not be so many 
Italians coming to this country as during 
recent years. Immigrants may come in 
their place from other European countries, 
but they may not be the muscular, inde- 
tatigable workers the Italians are.

THE TARIFF TO DATE, 

The Wilson tariff act was faulty in many 
particulars, but it did not have a fair trial. 
Its great misfortune was that it coincided 
with a period of acute business depression 
which was charged to its account, but for 
which it cannot fairly be held responsible, 
It did not long survive thevelection of 1896 
and the return to power of the Republican 


party. 

The tariff played little part in that elec- 
tion. The Republicans had something to 
say during the campaign of the harm done 
to American industry by the Wilson tariff 
act, but free silver was the paramount {s- 
sue.” It was the only one the people took 
an interest in, and the only one the Demo- 
cratic speakers would discuss. 

The Wilson bill fell upon evil days, and 
the Dingley bill of 1897 fell upon much bet- 
ter days. The business world had been 
reassured by the victory of the gold stand- 
ard. That prosperity of which McKinley 
had been called “ the advance agent” had 
come. Zo, although the passage of the 
Dingley bill meant a return to the régime of 
the high protectionists, there were at first 
no symptoms of discontent. 

The tariff did not figure in the campaign 
of 1900. Then Mr. Bryan strove to make 
“imperialism the paramount issue.” If 
there had been at that time any acute dis- 
satisfaction with the tariff he would not 
have failed to utilize it. 

It was not the Democratic politicians who 
again brought the tariff to the front. The 
attitude of that party toward the protective 
principle is no longer what it was in &s 
rampant free trade days. There were al- 
ways Democratic protectionists in the north, 
and the growth of manufactures in the south 
made converts to the protective principle 
there. Democratic senators and represen- 
tatives from that part of the country are 
ready to vote for duties on cotton goods 
agaiust which their grandfathers would 
have protested vehemently. ö 

It was the advance in prices and the high 
cost of living which made the tariff again an 
issue. Neither party could be deaf to the 
popular demand for the downward revision 
of certain duties which it was asserted had 
much to do with the high cost of living. So 
both parties in their national platforms of 
1908 promised tariff revision. 

All that has happened since 1908 is recent 
history and need not be gone into here. 
‘Suffice it to say that the tariff schedules 
ha ve not been revised satisfactorily as yet. 
The work remains to be done this coming 
winter. 


— 
MOROCCAN EMBARRASSMENT. 

Tripoli has drawn attention from Moroc- 
co, but the latter now is more disturbing 
than ever to diplomacy. French proposals 
to Germany for an exchange of territory in 
French equatorial Africa for recognition of 
the French protectorate in Morocco do not 
satisfy the demands of the French people. 
The question if the government have not 
offered a bargain repugnant to French honor 
has been raised and the situation is compli- 
eated further by German insistence that 
the terms affecting the protectorate be re- 
drafted to contain stipulations and condi- 
tions which the French representatives did 
not contemplate when they offered to cede 
territory now separating German Kamerun 
from Belgian Congo. 

French objectors have placed the ministry 
in the position of making a surrender in- 
stead of driving a bargain, and accusing it 
of selling out to Germany at a loss both 
in equatorial Africa and in Morocco. The 
French ambassador in Berlin faces the diffi- 
cult task of getting more in Morocco for less 
in the Congo. | 
The question is one not only of aational 
advantage but of national pride.

HEALTH CAN BE BOUGHT. 

HERE is a popular, iden prevalent 
concerning health to which frequent 
‘expression is given thus: You can 
buy everything for money, but you 
can’t buy health.“ 

This is erroneous. The truth is that we 
cannot buy health after it is thrown away 
and broken. Second handed, tinkered up 
health is hard to buy, nor is it worth much. 
But good, first rate health can be bought 
like any other commodity. 7 

Let it be clearly understood that health 
and money are convertible things. That 

th is sold and thrown away for money 
is @ well established fact. With foresight 
and wisdom, the reverse can be made true. 

We can get health for money. It can 
be had at less cost in the end if bought 
in season. ‘The proper time to buy health 
for yourself and family is before the present 
supply (I am afraid we have not much 
on hand; we have been short supplied to 
begin with) is exhausted. 

We are led to write about this subject at 
this time because the people of Chicago will 
soon be in the market to buy a supply of 
good, vigorous, first rate health to last them 
for a year. Individual bargaining is im- 
possible. We do not know enough about 
it; also it would cost too much to order in 
small lots. 

We must authorize our representatives, 
the mayor and the city council, to represent 
us in this matter. They, with their expert 
assistant, the commissioner of health, can 
buy it and deliver it to us at reasonable 
rates and guarantee satisfaction. 

Now, how much money are we going to 
give them for healih protection, for in- 
suring the health aud lives of ourselves 
and children? Last year (surely, I don't 
want to embarrass any of our citizens, but 
the truth must be faced), last year, I say, 
we each handed our representatives. the 
magnificent sum of 25 cents and told them 
to buy us health protaction for it. 

Did we really expect to get efficient pro- 
tection for that sum? If we did, we have 
much to learn. If we did not, we have 
been playing the fool with ourselves. In 
either case we have much to regret, 

The impossibility of buying health pro- 
tection for the commrnity at 25 cents a 
head for a year is proved by several thou- 
sand unnecessary deaths during the year. 

We thought we were striking a splendid 
bargain; but figure it up. Figure up the 
loss of time, your doctor's and undertaker’s 
bills, and you will find that you have lost 
out; that you have paid dearly for what 
you thought you bought cheaply. We have 
lost both in money and in lives. 

Let us be sensible this time. A 25 cent 
health department cannot efficiently pro- 
tect us. Other cities are paying from 50 
cents to 81 per head. We have done won- 
ders with the little we have had, but we 
fell short pitifully in proportion to the 
amount of good that corld be aceomplished 
with a more liberal appropriation for health 
purposes. 

A dollar a head is not too much. We 
spend much more privately and collectively 
for things that are of farless importance. 

Chicago cannot afford to have its babies 
die and its most useful men and women 
carried off in the prime of life. Municipal 
thrift at the expense of the lives of its citi- 
zens is a criminal blunder. 

Buy health when it is still possible to 
buy it—before the hand of disease is laid 
on it. Buy it and pay for it and insist on 
getting your money’s worth. 

When we authorize our mayor and coun- 
cilmen to buy health for the city for next 
Fear it, must be with the understanding that 
they can invest a dollar for each citizen of 
‘our community for the protection of his life. 


STOP WORRYING, 

J. A. H. writes that he has been nervou 
for three years. He sdys: “I worry and 
am greatly troubled with insomnia. I am 
an Office worker and do not get much exer- 
cise. and I know that that has something 
to do with my nervousness, I should like 
to drink a large quantity of milk, but it 
gripes me. Will a bath in the morning help 
nervousness? Is bathing in the morning or 
at night best? Hot or cold water? What is 
the best way to avoid worry? What is the 
best way to regain lost weight? Will malt 
tonics, such as are sold in drug stores, help? 
Should I drink milk?” 


REPLY, 

„All your troubles come from your worry—your 
insomnia, your indigestion, your loss of weight. 
You must stop worrying. That is the important 
thing; the other things are secondary. This is a 
a process which you must work out for your- 
self, 

Worry is illogical. Nothing is more cause for 
worry than worry, Begin by cutting out all 
worry and all other forms of concentration after 
supper. The harm of worry comes from our con- 
centration. Lackadaisical worry causes no more 
insomnia then lackadaisical inventing, merchan- 
dising, clerking, or keeping house. 

A recent contributer to this column told of his 
method. It was to let his mind travel over the 
neighborhood where he spent his childhood. We 
recommend the adoption of some similar plan. 
The thing thought about must catch enough hold 
on the mind to drag it away from the worry 
theme, and at the same time it must not be itself 
a worry theme. As you gain mental calm, con- 
tentment, and poise you will gain in weight. 

In the meantime nothing helps as much as milk 
and cream. Drink three to four pints a day. If 
you will heat it well you will not get gripes ”’ 
from it. Milk itself does not cause gripes. Bac- 
teria in milk may. 80 cook your milk. Malt 
tonics sold in drug stores will help. 

Finally, get some exercise. Walk to and from 
work. If this is not feasible, walk up and down 
the stairs to your office. If you will walk up ten 
flights to your office each day it will help.

BULK OF FOOD. 

J. R. F. writes: Does drinking moder- 
ately of tea or coffee with meals help or 
retard digestion? In answering one of your 
inquisitors you have stated that, in a great 
many cases, lack of bulk of food was the 
main cause of constipation. Do the liquids, 
such as tea, coffee, or watery which are con- 
sumed with the meals, helpto make up this 
bulk? 


REPLY. 

1. Moderate drinking of tea or coffee with meals 
will not help or retard digestion. 

2. Liquids do not increase the bulk of food in 
the sense meant in the answer. The bulk should 
be made up of vegetable and meat fiber which pass 
through not much changed. For example, the 
bran of wheat, unbolted cornmeal, the woody parts 
of vegetables, the rinds of fruits—substances 
which correspond to hay, fodder, stalks, and 
other forms of roughening in feeding live stock.

KEEPING MOUTH CLEAN. 

G. H. A. writes: What is the best anti- 
septle solution for keeping the mouth, nose, 
and throat clean? Is boracic acid good? 
How about peroxide and water, and in what 
proportions should they be mixed? Can either 
of these solutions be used daily, night and 
morning, without any harmful results? 


REPLY. 

Boracic acid has some value, though not much. 
Use a esfaturated solution, Peroxide should be 
dimuted with water, 1 to 2 It has value. The 
dental pastes and powders are usually aromatic 
soaps, and are valuable, 

The main thing is to clean well rather than to use 
antiseptics. This means picking of the teeth, 
thorough brushing of the inner surface as well as 
the outer, particularly the inner surface of the in- 
cisors, the second er third molars below, and the 
outer surfacés of the molars above. se 

The mouth should be washed with some kind ofa 
soap, and then the teeth should be rubbed with a 
cloth. Remember the need of cleaning the tongue 
and back portion of the mouth.

O the list of American women who 
through marriage with foreigners 
have acquired the title of princess 
there is now about to be added the 
name of Miss Marguerite Chapin. 
daughter of the late Lindley Hoffman Chapin 
of New York, where she acquired some years 
ago the sobriquet of the bachelor girl.“ 
owing to her setting up a home of her own, 
first in New York and subsequently in Paris, 
without taking the trouble of incumbering 
herself with a chaperon. Her stepmother 
and her half-sisters and half-brother live 
in New York, whereas her residence is in 
the Avenue de Jena, in the French capital. 
She may be congratulated on the choice 
of a husband. For Don Roffredo Caetani, 
first Prince of Bassanio, a title conferred 
upon him eight years ago by King Victor 
Emmanuel, belongs to a family which is 
renowned for its antiquity, for its great 
wealth, and for the remarkable cleverness of 
most of its members. In fact, Miss Chapin’s 
future husband is well off, indeed, while 
there are no families of the old Roman 
patriciate the names of which figure more 
prominently in Italian history ot the last 
thousand yeers. 
The Caetani family has been in uninter- 
rupted possesslon of its extensive estates 


along with a score of cardinals, several popes 
to the church, the first pomtiff being Gelasius, 
who resigned in 1118, and the second, Boni- 
face VIII., whom Dante damned with par- 
ticular emphasis in one of the circles of his 
Inferno.“ 

The Caetani palace at Rome, in the Via 
Botteghe Scure, dates from the middle of the 
fifteenth century, and it Is there that the 
Caetanis make their home, when in the 
Eternal City, in patriarchal unity, taking 
their meals together, living as one big family, 
with the children and grandchildren, just as 
described by Marion Crawford in his series of 
Roman novels, in more than one of which 
Roffredo’s grandfather, the late and thir- 
teenth Duke of Sermoneta, is portrayed. They 
are all of them free in their speech, dis- 
cussing everybody and everything with a 
freedom of language and a certain frankness 
of expression for which the Cactanis have 
been noted for centuries. But, then, when 
one has an unbroken lineage in the male line 
direct: going back for a thousand years, a 
certain freedom of speech is permissible. 

The Caetanis, moreover, have owned for 
over 600 years the greater portion of the 
Pontine marshes, including the Lake of 
Paola, in which it may be remembered Pliny 
asserted that the island of Saltuario was 
situated, which moved and danced to mys- 
terious music. 

The late Duke of Sermoneta was not only 
an unbeliever but also one of the bitterest 
foes of the Roman Catholic church, took a 
prominent part in bringing about the downfall 
of the temporal power of the papacy, bore to 
King Victor Emmanuel II., in Florence, the 
result of that Roman plebiscite of 1870 upon 
which the reigning house of Italy bases its 
rights to the possession of the Eternal City, 
and actually went so far as to subsequently 
propose from his seat on the extreme left of 
the Italian chamber at Rome the expulsion. 
of the papacy from Italy and the destruction 
of the vatican by fre as the best means of 
solving the Roman question, his son, the 
present Duke of Sermoneta, voting against 
him from the other side of the house. The 
Romans used to say, when he was shortly

was his punishment for his conduct towards 
the papacy, and when he migrated to Flor- 
ence insisted that it was because he was 
preyented from sleeping in the historic palace 
of his ancestors at Rome by the specters of 
the popes, of the cardinals, and of the other 
prelatés which his house had furnished to 
the church, who were in the habit of sweep- 
ing past him in the watcher of the night, 
rustling reproachfully at him those ecclesias- 
tical robes which he had done his best to 
deprive of any temporal significance. 

The father of Don Roffredo, the present 
and. fourth Duke of Sermoneta, is distin- 
guished not only as a statesman—he has 
repeatedly held the office of minister of 
foreign affairs—but is also the leading arche- 
ologist of Italy. 

His eldest son and heir, who bears the title 
of Prince Teano, is the greatest living au- 
thority on Islamic lore, and is just bringing 
out the fourth volume of his monumenta1 
work on the history of Islam, which is to 
cover the period from the Hegira to the 
capturé of Constantinople in 1453.. He is, 
like bis father, a tall man, considerably 
over six feet in height. with big, thoughtful 
dark eyes, a short black beard and mustache, 
fine chiseled features, and the face of a man 
that one would expect to see framed in a 
monastie cow] rather than in society, as the 
husband of one of the prettiest and most fas- 
cinating women of Anglo-Italian society, 
daughter of the chief of the house of Colonna, 
a woman who may lay claim to being the 
most daring female pioneer in the eport of 
aviation. . 

Prince Teano, in the midst ofall his oriental 
travels, in connection with his study of 
Mahommedan history, geograpby, religion, 
and civilization at first hand, and which has 
taken him through all northern Africa, Pal- 
estine, northern and southern Arabia, Asia 
Minor, Central Asia, Persia, and India, has 
found time to visit the United States on sev- 
eral occasions, and the Caetani palace at 
Rome contains some fine pelts and heads of 
grigziies shot by him in the Rockies. Pri- 
cess Teano ts lady in Waiting to Queen 
Helena. 

Don Roffredo himself—that is to say, Miss 
Chapin’s flancé—has achieved considerable 
celebrity as a musical composer and has 
produced several successful operas. Another 
brother, Don Livio Oaetani, who has also 
repeatedly visited America, is now Itallan 
chargé d’affaires at St. Petersburg; yet an- 
other brother, Gelasio, is a playwright, while 
the only sister, Dona Glovannella, makes her 
home just at present at Peking, where her 
husband, Baron Alberic Grenier, ts Belgian 
minister plenipotentiary. . 

The Duchess of Sermoneta is an English- 
woman, a once famous beauty of English 
society, and a member of that house of Wil- 
braham of which the Harl of Lathom ts the 
chief. She is a sister of the Countess of 
Crawford and was at one time famous as 
the finest equestrienne in Italy, a country 
im which she has been very active as the 
founder and moving spirit of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

The third wife of the late Duke of Ser- 
moneta, who survived him a number of 
years, was an Englishwoman, the Hon. Har- 
riet Ellis, sister of the late Lord Howard de 
Walden. and as she remained a Protestant 
until her death, it is possible that Miss Mar- 
guerite Chapin may remain a member of 
that denomination after her marriage if she

Miss Farrar Sings 


at German Benefit. 
BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


HE name of Geraldine Farrar proved suf- 
ficient attraction in itself to bring a vast 
audience to the Auditorium yesterday 
afternoon, when, assisted by M. Edmond 
Clement of the Paris Opera Comique, she 

gave a most attractive program of song. The 
occasion was the annual benefit for the Ger- 
man hospital and the committee in charge, 
remembering Miss Farrar’s successes in for- 
mer years, were wise again to avail themselves 
of her services, the more so since this concert 
afforded her Chi.ago admirers the only oppor- 
tunity of enjoying her art which the present 
season will bring them, for Miss Farrar will 
not be heard here in opera this year. 

The committee was also well advised to se- 
cure the collaboration of the distinguished 
French tenor. Of the many artists of operatic 
fame who might have been associated with 
Miss Farrar in such a program his art most 
nearly matches hers in interpretative refine- 
ment and completeness and in vocal mastery. 
Furthermore, his repertory supplements hers, 
and since both have chosen to depart far from 
the well worn literature of song commonly 
exploited in recital, the program that resulted 
from their combined efforts was as novel as it 
was delightful and musically worthy. 

Miss Farrar elected to introduce herself to 
her hearers in a group comprising Cherubino’s 
aria Non eo piu” from Mozart’s Marriage 
of Figaro,” “An die Geliebte,” by Beethoven; 
“Absence,” by Berlioz, an exquisite example 
of his original melodic gifts; two rarely heard 
songs by Schumann, “Intermezzo” and “Ihre 
Stimme,“ and Liszt's long neglected “ Jugend- 
glück.“ The Mozart and Beethoven numbers 
seemed to suffer from a vocal indisposition, or 
else the writer was unfortunately placed in the 
auditorium, for the tone seemed to be uneven- 
ly produced, and for the first time one was 
conscious of the fact that Miss Farrar, like 
other singers, must breathe. Usually she ap- 
pears to be entirely independent of this 
natural disadvantage to which all singers are 
heir.

However, the Berlioz song was delivered with 
her accustomed delicious “sostinuto e legato” 
and an exuberant outburst of Lisztian melody 
brought the group to an effective close, As a 
novelty she next offered a recitative and aria 


from the new Wolf-Ferrari opera produced by 
the Chicago company in New York last spring | 


and announced for the coming season in thie 
city. It is, of course, impossible to judge a com- 
plete work from a fragment. But if the opera 
as a whole sustains the splendid level of melodic 
spontaneity and charm here attained, it is all 
that its admirers claim for it. a 

For her concluding gro Miss Farrar turned 
to German and, Scandinavian composers, repre- 
senting the former with Brtickler’s light but 
pleasing “ Friithlingssegen,” “Wenn du mein 
Liebster,“ which shows Hugo Wolf in Straussian 
mood; and “ Zueinung,” wherein Richard Strauss 
accomplishes an utterance of a beauty and dig- 
nity worthy of Wolf. Sinding’s fascinating and 
racially characteristic gifw as set forth in his 
“ Sylvelin” and Grieg’s exquisitely poetie song 
“Fin Traum concluded the program, but not 
the concert, for Farrar had to return many 
times to to encores. She chose fre 
quently to | herself, supplying some- 
what individual ve ms of the piano settings, 
but satisfying and delighting her

As M. Clement sets forth its Meals it com- 
bines a mastery of diction quite as respectful of 
the broad, dramatic line as that developed by 
the German singers, and infinitely more delicate 
in shading and inflection. Like Miss Farrar, he 
proves that a correct and effective declamation 
of the text is not incompatible with the most 
careful regard for the melodic line and for the 
continuity of tone. He defines the phrase “ lyric 
declamation” for the hearer, nor is it possible 
to reduce his definition to words. His art is 
both song and speech and in either aspect it is 
equally beautiful and complete. 

Mr. Frank La Forge contributed accompani- 
ments that were remarkable both as pieces of 
pianistic art and as examples of sympathetic 
support for the singers. He also contributed to 
the program a Chopin nocturne and a concert 
étude by MacDowell, which were delivered with 
admirable technical clarity and rether more au- 
thority than one expects from the accompanist

Ingrowing Toe Nails.

difficulty is slight and simply by cutting or 
filling the nail properly the evil can soon be 
rectified, The big toe nail is usually the one 
affected, and some of my patients come to me 
with the nail grown down so deeply into the 
foot that you could feel it from the under side 
“It seems almost incredible that any one 
would bear the pain and inconvenience that 
this must give them for the length Of tiie 
necessary for the nail to grow into the flesh 
to this depth. Sometimes I think we are a pa- 
tient people, that we bear pains both physical 
and mental stoically. Would it not be better 
if we would set to work at once to relievs 
immediately and cure tue trouble, : 
“One of my patients asked me if she could 
really be cured of ingrowing toe nails with 
which she had suffered for a long time,” con- 
tinued the gentle woman who knows so much 
about foot ills. “She had been trimming her 
own nails for twenty years and they had de- 
come more ingrown and painful all the time, 
At first she had split the corners with a4 pen- 
knife and had torn the sides out, which, of 
course, was the worst thing that she could do. 
Then she cut her nails short, leaving the toe 
unprotected.in every way; she did not: realize. 
that the nail was placed on the end of the toe 
to protect the nerves whch lie as near the sur- 
face of the skin here as on the ends of the 


fingers, 


ERHAPS three out of every five wom- 
en have ingrowing toe nails,” said my 
chiropodist the other day, “and it is 
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“The nails of the toes do not grow as fast as 
those on the fingers and need not be trimmed 
as frequently. It is not a wise plan to trim 
them so close as to destroy the spongy sub- 
stance below the nail, as this is a special guard 
to 4 them from growing into the quick.” 

In treating the nail my chiropodist uses 3 
small steel hook, and after fastening this under: 
the corner and cleaning it out carefully with 
peroxide applied on a small piece of antiseptig 
cotton, she uses a small curved steel instru- 
ment to. place a tiny piece of the cotton under 
the corner—just enough to keep the nail from 
touching the flesh. It is important that this 
cotton should not be of large enough bulk to 
further bruise the inflamed and sore cuticle, 
The nail is thus raised and the flesh depressed 
a little. and slowly the nail can be grown out. 
perfectly. 

In bad cases my foot doctor tells me she 
changes this dressing twice a week at first, but 
as the nail improves it can be changed less fre- 
quently. The old way of pulling the nail out 
is not now practiced by the profession and by 
the new method the form of the nail is not 
changed and no pain is caused.

Economical Housekeeping.

The Jerusalem Artichoke. 


HE Jerusalem artichoke is a near relative 
of the sunflower. Both belong to the 
genus Helianthus. This is the Helianthus 
Tuberosus or tuberous rooted sunflower, 
Being a tuber it resembles the potato, 

especially .the sort which has little knotty 
lumps all over it. 

Farmers are not fond of this plant, although 
it is good for the pigs, and most children like 
to dig it up, especially in the springtime, and 
eat it raw. At any rate, I did when a child, 
and all the children I Knew liked it then. It is 
much more agréeable than the raw potato, in 
fact, is not to be compared with it except in 
the appearance of the flesh, 

The plant is sometimes cultivated, has beon 
for several centuries, but often it is left to care 
for itself. The old cook books dismiss it with 
the statement that ft may be cooked in the va- 
rious ways that potatoes are cooked and should 
be covered with thick melted butter or a nice 
white or brown #auce, 

Pickled artichokes are good. As near as I 
can remember they were cooked and treated 
exactly as if they were beets, and sometimes 
were put in vinegar with the latter.

The French call the Jerusalem artichoke the 
“earth pear” and the Germans “earth apple.” 
The general opinion among people who take 
pains with this vegetable is that itis good with 
good things. It has sometimes been baked in 
pies with dates, ginger, raisins, etc. When 
boiled until they are tender and then peeled 
and stewed in butter and wine, they are con- 
sidered pleasant and similar in taste to the 
true and expensive artichoke ‘ 

One authority, on tubers says: 

“They are not as good as potatoes, but as 
crop for feeding hogs or cattle they are more 
productive.” ) 

A government authority on potatoes and 
other root crops says farmers in this country 
are prejudiced. against it, considering it an 
undesirable weed, but in Europe it is believed 
to be a valuable plant, slightly resembling the 
globe artichoke in flavor, whence its name, 
tne Jerusalem being a corruption of “girasole,” 
the Italian name for sunflower. The starchy 
part of the Jerusalem artichoke is different 
from that of the potato; in fact, starch vroper 
is entirely absent, the carbohydrates taking a 


different form nearly related to starch. which nutmeg. 


because of its absence makes the artichoke 
a good food for people suffering with dia- 
betes,
